A. J. Crandall of the Ashaway Line & Twine 
Manufacturing Company called on Bureau of' 
fificials ai d protested the decision to collect the 
tax on "all paraphernalia and equipment" used 
in fishing. Mr. Cra dall convinced them that 
only fishing rods ard reels are amenable to the 
tax ard tha* "Fishing nc‘s, lines, hooks, ba^Q 
fli.s, etc., commonly or commercially known u s 
fishing tackle are not subject to the tax imposed} 
on sporting goods, under section 609 of theRc 
enue Act of 1932.
